.. and grew to love the outdoor life. 
Today our five children are 
involved in the ranch and I think it 
has helped our family become very 
close.” 

The family decided to return to

not refugee-linked, 
says LDS German

Recent neo-Nazi violence 
against foreigners in Germany 
stems from deeper problems 
within its political and social sys- 
tems, which offer exceptional 
social and economic support to 
fleeing refugees, said Jurgen 
Roggow, a German social worker 
and a member of the LDS 
Church. 

Roggow said the refugees are 
not responsible for the lack of 
available housing and are not 
taking away job opportunities 
from German citizens — a reason 
which skinheads protest. 

Within recent years, Germany 
has erupted with violent acts on 

' foreigners, resulting in terror and 
death in some cases. An attack 
killed three Turkish family mem- 
bers last week. 

“The neo-Nazi group, known as 
‘skinheads,’ commonly come from 
a background with broken homes 
and little love in their families,” 
Roggow said. “They’ve grown up 
with no structure in their lives 
and have formed groups exercis- 
ing violence against other people 
to get recognition.” 

Unfortunately, foreigners are 
being sacrificed for the skinheads’ 
cause, he said. Three million for- 
eigners now live in Germany, and 
more political refugees are arriv- 
ing, Roggow said. 

Bong Van Huynh and his family 
are among the 30,000 Vietnamese 
refugees who have been granted 
permanent residency’ in 
Germany. Although his family 
has lived in Berlin for more than 
17 years, Huynh said his family 
has been verbally abused. 


“We're really afraid because 
we've seen Vietnamese and other 
defenseless foreigners get 
attacked and beaten by neo-. 
Nazis,” Huynh said. 

Nhu Thi Nguyen, Huynh’s wife, 
said most non-German residents 
are in fear for their lives, espe- 
cially at night. “But the problem 
is getting worse,” she said. “I 
wonder if my children will come 
home from school safely in day- 
light.” 

Roggow also said the police can- 
not do very-much to stop the vio- 
lence because the laws aren’t 
strict enough. 

However, most Germans don’t 
feel the same as the skinheads 
and are tolerant toward foreign- 
ers, Roggow and Huynh said. 
Germans and non-Germans alike 
have come together to protest the 
violence. “We’ve taken to the 
streets with Germans and for- 
eigners to protest these acts 
against humanity,” Huynh said. 

The number of refugees is 
increasing all the time. Reports 
show numbers have already dou- 
bled from the total of all refugees 
at the end of 1991. 

Of those who apply, 95 percent 
will be rejected and returned 
home. This occurs after their 
applications are reviewed and the 
government decides the foreign- 
ers are not in danger if they 
return to their homelands, 
Roggow said. 

Charles W. Dahlquist of Sandy, 
who is serving as mission presi- 
dent in Hamburg, Germany, said 
the situation is not affecting 
American missionaries or mis- 
sionary work. “Skinheads gener- 
ally aren’t violent toward 
Americans,” he said.

Economic optimism surpasses pessimism 


NEW YORK — Economic optimism has begun to outpace pessimism 
as substantial numbers of Americans gain hope from falling interest 
rates and the election of a new president, according to an Associated 
Press poll. 

The poll of 1,002 adults Friday through Tuesday found that 47 percent 
feel more hopeful, compared with 28 percent less hopeful, since Bill 
Clinton’s election. 

Even one in five Republicans feels more hopeful since Clinton won. 

Overall, 29 percent believe the economy is improving, up from 5 per- 
cent in a comparable poll a year ago. The pessimistic share that thinks 
the economy is getting worse fell to 27 percent from 69 percent. 

Those from high-income households were most likely to be in the 43 
percent who said they feel more hopeful because of lower interest rates. 

The poll was taken by ICR Survey Research Group of Media, Pa., part 
of AUS Consultants. Results have a margin of sampling error of plus or 
minus 3 percentage points. 

The number intending to spend more money on gifts this Christmas 
season compared with the last few years has almost doubled to 13 per- 
cent, from 7 percent in a comparable poll a year ago. 


Commission may limit explosives, plants 


Preserving jobs and the economy were the leading arguments in sup- 
port of local explosives plants during a public hearing on proposals to 
limit expansion of the industry in Utah County. 

The Utah Commission is considering proposals to ban new explosives 
plants and limit future expansion of existing ones. 

Land west of Utah Lake is continually being looked at as a place for 
development. Several companies use private property as their buffer 
zones, which endangers the residents of the area, Jeff Mendenhall, coun- 
ty planning director, said. 

Wayne Holland, sub-district director for the United Steel Workers of 
America Union, said about 500 people would be directly affected if the 
plants went out of business. 

The commission voted to postpone a final decision on the issue until 
Jan. 6 


Ex-legislators vie for Clinton posts 


WASHINGTON — Less than a month after losing his re-election bid, 
Rep. Tom Downey, D-N.Y., was already working on a new government 
project — helping Bill Clinton’s transition team. 

Rep. Dennis Eckart was a late Clinton backer, but he pitched in to help 
Vice president-elect Al Gore prepare for his debate. Sen. Wyche Fowler, 
D-Ga., on the night of his runoff defeat, said his future would include 
doing whatever he could to help out the new president. 

This year’s tumultuous national election has created a large talent pool 
of ex-legislators for President-elect Clinton as he begins to put together 
the first Democratic executive branch in 12 years. 

Three Democratic senators and 30 House Democrats lost either their 
primary or general election campaigns,:and others retired rather than 
face almost certain defeat. 

Choosing an election loser for a Cabinet post may seem like dredging, 
but in fact there are advantages over choosing an incumbent. 


Insurance groups offer health reform 


NEW YORK — The insurance industry took a big step toward shap- 
ing health-care reform Thursday by proposing a sweeping plan for uni- 
versal coverage that would be financed partly by taxing Americans with 
generous benefits. 

The Health Insurance Association of America said the draft proposal 
approved by its board will “jump-start health-care reform.” 

A cornerstone of the plan is to cut costs and provide a package of 
“essential” benefits to all Americans. Those are goals championed by 
President-elect Clinton. 

Clinton spokesman George Stephanopoulos said it was a breakthrough 
for the insurance industry trade group to “come around and say that we 
need a national health-care system.” 

The association’s proposal reflects insurance-industry thinking before 
Clinton’s victory, as it became clearer that the nation’s $800 billion 
health-care system was out of control. The proposal should give insurers 
a stronger voice in the reform process. 

Private insurers would agree to’ provide coverage to.évery American. 
People ‘wodtd be covered either through their employers or “their own 
means.” The essential-benefits package would pay for catastrophic ill- 


ness, as well as primary and preventative care.

BYU’s announcement to organize

Julie Curtis, spokesperson for the 
BYU Coalition for a Women’s 
Resource Center, said, “We are 
proud to be part of a community 
that shows its commitment to 
women’s concerns in such a con- 
crete way.” 

The original proposal recommend- 
ed that a separate building be used 
but the administration decided to 
use office space in the Counseling 
and Development Center instead. 
The coalition is happy with the 
compromise and believes the office 
will expand with student need. 
Coalition Chair Gail Houston said, 
“T think the demand will be heavy; 
if anything it will be more than 
expected.” Curtis said thousands of 
women will use the office. 

Maren Mouritsen said the efforts 
to form a women’s resource center 


were started about a year ago by 
VOICE. However, as early as 1977 
there has been a university 
women’s committee that has 
worked for the recognition of 
women’s concerns, she said. 

Since then, many other campus 
women’s groups were formed and 
began working for the creation of 
the center. Eventually the groups 
began to duplicate each other’ s 
efforts. In January a women’s coali- 
tion was formed to avoid the dupli- 
cation and to “do something con- 
crete about the issue,” Curtis said. 

The coalition is comprised of rep- 
resentatives from the Women’s 
Law Forum, Women in Science, 
Women in Nursing, Women in 
Management, Women in 
Communications, Women in 
Honors, VOICE, SAC and other 
students and faculty.

New ID cards coming 
for winter semester

BYU students and faculty will be 
getting new identification cards 
sometime during next semester. 

The identification cards currently 
in use will be replaced free of 
charge with new cards that have 
several advantages, said Nancy 
Carson, assistant to the directors 
for guest services and administra- 
tion. New cards, different than 
those issued to students, will also 
be issued to non-students who par- 
ticipate in intramurals and other 
BYU activities, she said. 

The administration intended to 
change over to the new cards at the 
beginning of Winter Semester 


1993, but not all of the computers ~- 


are switched over yet to the new 
system, Carson said. 

Identification stickers will be dis- 
tributed as usual at the beginning 
of winter semester, said Ryan 
Thomas, associate dean of Student 
Life. 

At sticker distribution in 
January, students will receive 
information on when to come back 
and pick up their new cards later 
during the semester, Carson said. 
The administration will phase in 


_. the switch slowly, not distributing 


all of the new cards at once, , she 
said. 

There are three main reasons for 
the switch, said Ken Greer, com- 
puter coordinator for Student Life. 
The reasons are to reduce the costs 
of distributing cards, to reduce the 
cost of the cards themselves, and to 
cut down on the time students 
spend waiting in lines to get activi- 
ty stickers each semester, he said. 

With the new card, standing in 
line each semester to get a current 
activity sticker will be eliminated, 
and about $20,000 per year will be 
saved, Greer said. 

The new cards will be the size of a 
credit card and will have student 
identification numbers printed on 
them, Carson said. There will also 
be a picture of “Y Mountain” on the 
front of the card, along with a com- 
puter-digitized black and white 
photo of the card owner, she said. 

The new cards will have a mag- 
netic strip and a bar code on them 
in which information will be elec- 
tronically encoded, Carson said. 
Different computers on campus will 
access either of these features to 
retrieve electronic information 
from a data base, Carson said. The 
new cards will also have a photo 
data base to identify students and 
non-students, accessible by the 
Identification Center, Greer said.

card will be read by “hand-held 
readers,” to check for correct identi- 
fication of students using sports 
facilities, Greer said.

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Reynolds awarded $27 million 


COLUMBUS, Ohio — Butch Reynolds said 
Thursday he feels his reputation has been cleared 
after a federal judge awarded him $27.3 million from 
his two-year legal battle with track’s ruling body. 

“All along I’ve said I was innocent and now the 
United States courts say it, based on the evidence and 


the facts,” Reynolds said. 


“I feel comfortable with my name and reputation 


again.” 


Reynolds, the world-record holder in the 400 meters, 
was banned for two years by the International 
Amateur Athletic Federation after a meet in Monte 


Carlo in August, 1990. 


The IAAF said Reynolds had tested positive for the 
anabolic steroid nandrolone during a random test, a 


charge that Reynolds denied. 


He fought the case through the court system, getting 
a Supreme Court ruling in June which allowed him to 
run in the U.S. Olympic trials in New Orleans. 


He finished fifth and did not qualify for the Olympics. 
Because he ran in the trials, the IAAF extended the 
suspension four months through Dec. 31, 1992. 
Reynolds returned to the courts again and filed suit 
in Columbus, where he ran his college track for Ohio 
State and where he now lives. 


U.S. District Court Judge Joseph Kinneary found 


that Reynolds, a silver medalist in the 400 at the 1988 


Olympics, lost $6.8 million in potential earnings dur-

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Sunglasses 
help prevent 
eye damage

People puzzled over what to pur- 
chase for wide-eyed sun-lovers 
have a fashionable-yet-preventa- 
tive solution: ultraviolet lenses. 

UV lenses and sunglasses help 
protect eyes from multiple levels of 
UV light reflected by new snow. 
UV light can lead to serious or per- 
manent damage to eyes, including 
cataracts, corneal growths, chronic 
dry eyes and macular degenera- 
tion, the leading cause of blindness 
in the United States. 

“Snow and water reflect a double- 
dose of UV light,” said Dr. Paul 
Olsen, an ophthalmologist at the 
Utah Valley Eye Institute. 

Ophthalmologists, eye doctors 
who perform surgery and diagnose 
diseases on the eye, are concerned 
about the number of people who 
repeatedly expose their eyes to UV 
light without protection. - 

“UV is getting a lot more atten- 
tion because of the ozone layer. 
Growths on the cornea are com- 
mon,” Olsen said. 

For a cost of about $16, a person 
can have glasses treated with a 
transparent UV-protectant coating 
by an eye care professional. Most 
opticals can coat plastic lenses 
overnight, said Cottontree Optical 
optician Craig Dunford. Glass lens- 
es already offer 45 to 50 percent 
UV protection, but only about 1 
percent of spectacle wearers choose 
glass lenses because of their heavi- 
ness, he said. 

UV-treated lenses minimize eye 
strain and protect eyes from other 
sources of UV light, including fluo- 
rescent lights, said Shopko Optical 
optician Becky Nuttall. 

Computer video display termi- 
nals, operating room lights and 
mercury-vapor street lamps are 
other sources of UV light blocked 
by UV-absorptive lenses. 

According to the Lupus 
Foundation of America, UV pene- 
tration of eyes increases with age 
and generates discoloration. 

Computer and television monitors 
send out a minimal amount of UV, 
said Dr. Larry Noble, an ophthal- 
mologist. 

Mother’s warnings of radiation 
from sitting too close to the TV are 
an “old wives’ tale,” he said.

more UV filter, it will say so. But 
anything is better than nothing.” 

Sunglasses which block out UV 
levels up to 400 nanometers pro- 
vide the best protection, Noble 
said. 

The cornea of the human eye 
absorbs UV levels below 300 
nanometers, leading to develop- 
ment of growths, snow blindness 
and keratitis or inflammation. UV 
levels between 300 and 400 
nanometers cause photochemical 
eye damage and cataracts. 

Snow blindness and eye sunburn 
are serious problems in Utah, 
Noble said. “UV bounces off the 
surface of snow and water,” he 
said. “Repeated exposure causes 
corneal growths. If you’re out on 
water or snow, you should always 
wear some kind of eye protection. 
It’s important that skiers always 
wear goggles.”

Tanker spills oil off Spanish coastline

LA CORUNA, Spain — A tanker 
crashed onto rocks outside a fog- 
shrouded harbor’ entrance 
Thursday, breaking apart in heavy 
seas and spilling millions of gallons 
of crude oil that threatened the 
area’s rich fishing grounds. 

Hundreds of people fled their 
homes after an explosion tore the 
stern loose and set off an inferno 
only a few yards offshore five hours 
after the ship ran aground. All 29 
crew members were rescued from 
the Greek ship, officials said. 

Curiosity seekers gathered along 
the rugged coastline of this city of 


250,000 to watch huge orange 
flames boiling from the stern sec- 
tion. Fire. licked from oil alongside 
the tanker and thick, black smoke 
billowed high over the city, which 
is on Spain’s northwestern corner 
about 280 miles from Madrid. 
Authorities said an oil slick up to 
a mile wide stretched 12 miles 
northeastward up the coast of 
Galicia, as the region is known. 
Environmentalists expressed 
fears for fishing grounds. Fishing is 
Galicia’s most important industry. 
The tanker, the Aegean Sea, was 
carrying an estimated 23 million 
gallons of crude from Britain’s 
main North Sea oil-loading termi- 


BYU students act out 
Tolstoy writings for 
Russian class seminar

Several BYU students studying 
Russian got a unique learning 
experience in a combined study of 
literature and drama this semes- 
ter. 

A Tolstoy seminar, offered 
through the Russian and Honors 
Departments, featured a project 
in which students re-enacted five 
pieces written by Russian writer 
Leo Tolstoy. 

“T think this is an experience 
(the students) will never forget,” 
said Tom Rogers, professor of 
Russian and teacher of the semi- 
nar. “This is a more active way to 
relate to the work.” 

Rogers had his students act out 
“scenes” from five of Tolstoy’s 
books, including “War and Peace,” 
“Anna Karenina” and “The Power 
of Darkness.” 

Rogers described “The Power of 
Darkness” as a “grim but powerful 
piece of work.” 

Adam West, a 21-year-old sopho- 
more majoring in Russian from 
Bethesda, Md., was one of the 20

participants in the production. 

“Often times we get to study lit- 
erature from the outside in. This 
gives us a chance to study from 
the inside out,” West said. 

West said he got interested in 
Russian language when he read 
“Crime and Punishment” in high 
school. Later, West was one of the 
first missionaries for The Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints to enter Russia from the 
Helsinki, Finland mission. 

“It was amazing how many peo- 
ple wanted to find out about the 
gospel, but a lot of it was just 
curiosity,” West said. 

“It was a little harder to find 
people who had a genuine inter- 
est, but the church grew fast 
there,” West said. 

The Tolstoy seminar is offered 
every other fall, alternating with 
a seminar on Dostoyevsky. 

“During a class like this, we get 
to know the author by sampling a 
number of his works. 

This type of performance gives 
the audience that same experi- 
ence,” Rogers said.

was a matter of just bugging the 
heck out of (both governments),” 
Kovalenko said. 

The process took four years. By 
that time Trang, 3, had been born. 

When Quoc found out for certain 
he would be able to leave Vietnam 
— the first member of his family to 
do so — he was very happy, and his 
family gave him special treatment, 
he said. “I believed Heavenly 
Father loved me the most.” 

Quoc looked forward to being able 
to go to Church and to the chance 
of being promoted in a career in 
America. 

In Vietnam, he wasn’t allowed to 
go to school beyond elementary or 
to have anything but the lowest 
level jobs because of his father’s 
political past. 

He also looked forward to being 
able to speak freely. Likewise, 
Dung looked forward to better 
treatment by others. As the daugh- 
ter of an American, she was consid- 
ered “lower than the dust” in 
Vietnam, Kovalenko said. 

During her childhood, none of the 
neighbors would let their children 
play with her, Dung said. 

When it was time to leave Ho Chi 


Minh City for the Philippines 


Refugee Processing Center, where 
the family was to spend six 
months, Quoc said he was scared, 
and sad to leave his parents and 
siblings. “I really didn’t know what 
was ahead.” 

“The most important thing that 
happened to us in the Philippines,” 
Quoc said, “was finding the Church 
and learning English.” 

After listening to the discussions, 
Dung said, “I knew the Church was 
true, that it was right, and that it 
would be good for my family.” 

When the Nguyens finally arrived 
in Salt Lake City, Dung said, “I 
was very happy. I just wanted to 
pray and thank Heavenly Father.” 

The family lives in a humble but 
clean apartment in Salt Lake City. 
There is very little furniture: a 
couch, end table, dining table and 
benches, television and beds. 

Quoc said he feels very rich. “I 
can’t believe all this is mine.” “My 
family and I are the happiest we’ve 
ever been,” he said. 

Quoc and Dung would like to 
become U.S. citizens, help the 
Church in any way possible and 
provide a good future for their 
daughter and future children, they 
said. Quoc would also like to help 
his parents come to America.

“We believe about two-thirds of 
the oil is on the ship, and oil from 
two or three tanks has gone into 
the sea,” Gomis said. 

Juan Lopez de Uralde, the 
Spanish spokesman for 
Greenpeace, said the possibilities 
of keeping the spill from fouling the

coast were “practically nil” because 
it was so close to shore. 

He said the biggest harm was 
likely to be suffered by the fishing 
and shellfish grounds in the Ria de 
Betanzos and Ria de Ares, two 
inlets northeast of the La Coruna 
harbor. 

Fernando Cano, a spokesman for 
Spain’s merchant marine depart- 
ment, said floating barriers 
designed to stop the spill from 
spreading were being set out, but 
high winds and rough seas ham- 
pered the effort. 

A La Coruna city spokesman said 
the heavy smoke had forced the 
evacuation of 300 residents.
